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COAL MINING IN NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 

Sin,—lI have read with must interest the letters of “1. M.” on this 
saubject; but it appears to the writer of this that he fails to do justice to one 
very important part of his subject, the more so as it has, in the opinion of 
many, a very important bearing on that momentous question—the Cause of 
Explosions in Coal Mines. I allude to that part of his letter published 
in the Journal of Dec. 26 last, where he remarks as follows:— 

* Safety-lamps are always used in pillarworkings in gas-producing collieries, and 
sometimes in the whole workings also. Instead of taking the air along the edge of the 
xoaf, it is the practice at some collieries to force the air through and over the goaf to an 
air-way on the opposite side of it, We may observe, the gas existing or produced in 
the higher part of the goaf may be {n a pure and harmless state, but when mixed thus 
with atmospheric air is rendered inflammable, and, apart from the great pressure required 
to force the airover the goaf, any advantage ga.ned in point of safety seems questionable.” 

As the remainder of the paragraph appears to flatly contradict some of 
the most important inferences to be derived from what we have just quoted, 
we will place it apart, and then endeavour to combat the views enunciated 
in our former quotation, and support as much as possible those given in 
‘the following: — 

“ Not that I would recommend shutting off goaves, and preventing any access of air 
to them, but would cause currents of air to sweep around, and especially on the high est 
or rise, side of them, as to that side gas naturally flows, Indeed, it seems quite possi- 
bie, Sy a judicious arrangement of the workings to convey streams of air along the 
higher edges of goaves, to drain them naturally and constantly of gas.” 

We have in our first quotation:— 

1,—The gas “existing or produced in the higher part of the goaf, stated to be in a 
pure and harmless state. 

2.— But when mixed with at pheric air b infl 

3.—Stated that great pressure is required to force the air over the goaf. 

4.—Any advantage gained in point of safety seems questionable. 

With respect to our first head derived from “B, M.,” the gas is cer- 
tainly in a pure and harmless state in the higher part of the goaf, so long 
as it remains there; but what guarantee have we that it will do so asingle 
hour? A sudden fall of the barometer, a heavy fall of roof in the goaf, or 
a sudden increase in the quantity of gas evolved, will at once force large 
quantities of this ‘ harmless mixture ” on to the edges of the goaf—it may 
be on to workings, air-ways, &c.; and, of course, all the materials are 
there at once for a disaster, the only chance for safety being in the rigid 
use of the safety-lamp. Now, the first duty of the mining engineer, so far 
as ventilation is concerned, is to attend to the rule, as far as possible, which 
states—* That an adequate amount of ventilation shall be provided in all 
working places, levels,” &c. (Itis not necessary to quote it in fall), And 
we have no hesitation in saying that it would also very much conduce to 
the safety of coal mines, and the prevention of explosions, if all goaves were 
systematically drained by means of outlets to the rise; but should the strata 
happen to be horizontal, or nearly so, then the method alluded to by 
your correspondent, “ B, M.,” must be resorted to; that is, to force the 
air through the goaf. And this brings us to the third head, which asserts 
that there is great pressure required to effect this. We must confess that we 
do not understand this. If the goaf be open, which we believe will be 
found in the great majority of instances to be the case, what pressure can 
be required to force the air-current through it? It will naturally flow 
through it, the quantity being regulated, as in other routes, by the area 
and length of the passage; no extra pressure will be required. To con- 
tinue, we may remark that various plans have been proposed to increase 
the safety of miners, perhaps the most sensible one lately brought forward 
being that of Mr. Williams, of Blaenavon. He proposes to drain goaves, 
&c., in mines of gas by meansof iron pipes. But this we hold to be quite 
superfluous, as the passages and galleries of the mine can be used with ad- 
vantage for the purpose, being much larger than any pipe that can be used, 
But if it be presumed, or proved, that the goaf is close, which we hold 
will seldom or never be the case, then it will be quite impossible to force 
the air through it. It will not now be necessary to say much on the fourth 
head; the advantages to be gained by the ventilation or drainage of the 
goaf of gas (which amounts to the same thing), in point of safety, are very 
great and decided; at any rate, this is the conclusion arrived at by many, 
and is the result of experience. We have only now to draw attention to 
the last quotation we have made from your correspondent: the views there 
expressed we cordially subscribe to, and commend them to the serious at- 
tention of all concerned.—Newcastle-on-Tyne, Jan. 14, M. E 
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THE SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF ENGINEERS. 


Srr,—A paragraph in last week’s Journal, announcing that a meeting 
of the South Wales Institute of Engineers will be held in Merthyr on the 
3d proximo, reminds me of a capital suggestion made by one of your cor- 
respondents soon after the last meeting,—that the Institute should extend 
its operations to the metal mines of South Wales. The suggestion, I ven- 
ture to think, deserves consideration, and I hope Mr, Bassett, the able 
president, or some other active member, will introduce it to the meeting. 
‘The lead, blende, copper, and gold mines of the country come as naturally 
within the scope of the Institute as the coal and iron mines. Of course 
these latter represent larger interests than the former, measured by the 
annual returns, but the industrial resources of Wales would be lamentably 
incomplete without the Cardiganshire mining district. Besides, there are 
rich deposits of lead ore throughout the country, which, at no distant pe- 
riod, must be worked, and its development mainly depends upon the 
means used. I mean, that it mainly depends upon the men employed to 
explore, to report upon, and to work these lodes. The great impediment 
to successful mining is the scientific short-comings of the men really at the 
head of our Jead and copper mines. And I feel convinced that the South 
Wales Institute has the power to alter this state of things, and in doing 
so it will not only extend and consolidate its influence, but make its meet- 
ings even more attractive than they are at present. This is not an ima- 
ginary supposition, for it must be admitted there are no questions of 
deeper interest to the geological chemist and mineralogist than those 
which relate to the formation of lodes, while to the purely practical man 
the separation of ores, and the mechanical working of mines present many 
features of importance and of deep interest. I feel sure there would be no 
difficulty in getting men who would do honour to the. Institute to read 
memoirs on our metal mines and collateral subjects, which would prove of 
national value. I refrain from going into this matter at greater length, 
in the hope that enough has been said to induce the South Wales Insti- 
tute to adopt the suggestion. Joun SMART. 


A TOAD DISCOVERED EMBEDDED IN SHALE. 


Sir,—The following particulars of the discovery of a toad in the clunch 
below the sulphur coal at the Lawn Pit, near the Old Park, 240 yards from 
the surface, will prove interesting to many readers of the Journal. Anac- 
count of one of these alleged discoveries, against which scientific men set 
their faces, but which practical men as resolutely affirm as facts, having 
been incidentally related to me by a friend a day or two ago, I have since 
made enquiries, and have obtained information which I now sabmit to those 
interested in such assumed discoveries. The toad is at present in the pos- 
session of Mr. Robert Poole, mining bailiffto the Old Park Company, and 
is somewhat smaller than toads usually are, and of a darker hue. I am 
not sufficiently acquainted with physiology to be able to state whether any 
other peculiarity distinguishes it, beyond the fact that the mouth has no 
opening; and even this circumstance is not by any means unusual with 
hibernating animals at this season of the year. In spring or summer, 
however, the mouth usually opens, and it wil! be well to observe in this 
instance whether it does so,—supposing that the reptile is preserved under 
conditions favourable for its existence, and I would strongly recommend 
Mr. Poole to place it in a block of clay, with a piece of glass inserted, so 
that it may be seen, but made so as to exclude the atmosphere. We had 
some difficulty in hunting out the man who is supposed to have disinterred 
the animal from what, if we can depend upon the main fact, the circum-. 
stances would seem to warrant must have been its long and silent resting 
place. The man’s name is Mark Pitchford; he appears to possess more 
than ordinary intelligence for a collier, and his statement is to the follow- 
ing effect: —He was at work in the pit about 9 a.m., and was holing, as it 
is called, into the pricking, a kind of shale beneath the sulphur coal, which 
itself underlies the most important ironstone seam of the district, known 
as the Penneystone measure. He had holed about a foot, when, much to 
his surprise, a toad came out before the pick. He was quite sure the shale 
was firm, that there was no break or inlet by which the animal could have 
got in. It made him quite nervous, and he called the other men to look 
at it. One of them, William Martin, told him to look for the “shell,” 
saying that one which he found in the pricking below the flint coal, at the 
Lodge Pit, had a casing. He did look, and found fragments of smooth 








the pit at the time, and when the box was opened, an hour after, the ani- 
mal was covered with moisture, which had oozed from the skin. I shall 
content myself with a relation of the facts as they came to my knowledge; 
other instances are frequently related by miners, but whether the facts are 
sufficient to outweigh the deductions to be drawn from the non-fossilifer- 
ous remains of this class of reptile in the carboniferous strata, and also 
from the length of time which must have elapsed since these shales were 
the beds of lakes, I express no opinion. I will only add that in the case 
of a toad found in a bed of clay at the Benthall Batteries, a few years ago, 
and which was dug with the block in which it was embedded, that it lived 
more than 18 months, that it eat nothing—the mouth never having opened, 
although it was predicted that it would have done soin spring or summer, by 
Prof. Phillips and Dr. Acland, and others at the Oxford University, where 
it was sent. The evidence of its long indefinite imprisonment in this case 
was imperfect, as the bed of clay existed but a few feet from the surface; 
and, although no crack or opening existed by which the animal could have 
crept in, yet the nature of the ground was such as to leave it probable that 
it might have been subject to slips and cracks in times not very remote,

THE COAL PRODUCT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
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coal in the United States has (in about forty years) reached that of Kng- 
land a few years ago, 9,000,000 of tons, and fourteen years spent in their 
main coal district, Pennsylvania, induce me to offer some observations for 
correcting the ideas set afloat in this country by the maps and sections of 
Mr. Rogers, the mineral surveyor for that State. Their maps show the 
width of the 100 miles from Carbondale, the eastern end, to Pottsville, at 
from 20 to 30 miles ; but the fact is, at the former end it is but about a 
mile, the seams lying horizontal under the flats of the Lackawanna river, 
and cropping each side of it, The fine seam there may be considered ex- 
hausted for some miles down the river, and the rest of the 10 miles to 
Providence very inferior, and scarcely noticed, comparatively. At Provi- 
dence (the first “‘notch” through the northward mountain) the seams are 
better, and something wider from crop to crop, including Scranton. 
Thence, 10 miles to near Pittston, poor, and working much abandoned. 
At Pittston, the great “notch” of the Susquehanna appears to have 
brought the material for trebbling the thickness of the seams, and also 
widening the basin to and at Wilkesbarre, even at that place, up to a seam 
of 25 feet, but on it the broad Susquehanna. Leaving Wilkesbarre, we 
have for 20 miles only a few basins under mountain swamps, of a few hun- 
dred yards in width, and a mile or two long, across the range of the coal 
field, The main basin at Beaver Meadow, which, despite a 30-fect seam, 
is exhausted, and given up. Jaynesville, on the same basin, near worked 
out in twenty years, and several on other basins far gone. ‘The inclina- 
tion of these petty basins is 1 in3. The next 10 miles to Tamoqua boasts, 
I believe, no “find” of coal, and that place being opened in atl directions 
by the railway company, and much worked, their tenants were years ago 
trying all around for coal. Thence to Pottsville there is ‘a beggarly 
show of empty boxes,” and the seams at the latter place (the proudest 
point of all) being vertical, though a few years ago full of collieries, there 
is now notone for miles, though a great fuss was made about a shaft said 


seams and landages, and ‘‘ ideas” of Britain’s coal being nearly exhausted. 
A 3-feet seam in England says more available coa! than all your seams 
put together. Here seams, dipping to unknown extent, as a field to 
produce bread for ever—and yours a loaf on the table, to be consumed in 
aday. Should either of the rivers they have, and will work coal under, 
become largely broken into the works, at almost any point, from Carbon- 
dale to Wilkesbarre, it will be a short end to the whole Lackawanna dis- 
trict. Their maps also show (what each state paid hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for to geologists) millions of acres of coal south and west, quite 
as much “‘gammon” as those of Pennsylvania, and of very poor quality, 
and worthless, conveyance taken into account. At their famed Pittsburg 
the coal is good and bituminous, but lying, like the seams in the Glamor- 
ganshire mountain tops near Neath, horizontal, and soon worked out. I 
might comment on the vile monopolies the canal and railway companies 
have, by the high tonnage they can charge — they reduce coalmasters to 
the “grindstone” of being obliged to sell their coal to those companies 
at about 4s. 6d. per ton, or without material profit, and ultimately to sell 
to them, or to abandon the colliery. T. Burier, 
Sheffield, Jan. 13. 





MINING IN NORWAY. 


Sir,—I have been frequently asked how it comes that the grants of the 
silver mining setts at Kongsberg, in Norway, have such extensive areas, 
while copper mines are only 150 fms. long, by 34 fms. on each side of the 
lode or bed? ‘This has happened thus:—Under the Danish Government, 
all the silver mining district at Kongsberg were declared royal mines, so 
far as silver, gold, and platinum were concerned, but any copper lodes 
within the territory remained under the usual mining laws, the Govern- 
ment claiming only the silver in the ore belonging to a copper or other 
metalliferous ore, leaving the baser metals to the workers of such when 
within the silver territory. 

There are two of the silver setts unworked at present, held by owners 
who purchased the rights to work for precious metals in them—these setts 
are known as the Skara and Holte-Fjeld—both of which I have carefully 
examined the history of, and personally inspected the principal points that 
had been opened in them, and I must say I consider them worthy in more 
than the usual way of having capital expended on them, and most cer- 
tainly do I consider that they will return considerable profit on any fair 
amount of capital expended, and I should name the working capital of 
each at from 10,0002. to 15,0002. 

The circumstance of there being no royalty to pay is explained by a 
small fixed rent, arid the amount gained by the Government smelting- 
house on all ores sent there to be smelted; whilst the cost of reducing the 
native silver, formed into bar silver, is done very nearly at cost price. 
The object of the Parliament of Norway appears to have been to in- 
duce the working of the property, and thus find employment for the popu- 
Jation. If quick success has not been obtained in the working of the two 
setts (out of four granted) under the present companies, I must say that 
I believe it is from their having followed too much the ancient system of 
dressing the ores, done, no doubt, with the object of saving expense in the 
re-establishing of the setts now in operation. That cheap mining is bad, 
like everything else, is the firm opinion of your obedient servant,

MINES AND MINING IN CHILI. 


Sir,—Having noticed in last week’s Journal that a company is about to 
be formed for developing the copper mines of Panulcillo, in South Ame- 
rica, I should be glad if you would publish the following remarks. On 
my rout of inspection in 1858 to the mining districts of Chanaral, I also 
paid a short visit to the mines of Panulcillo, and am glad to bear testimony 
to the productiveness of those mines, aad to the facility by which they are 
being worked by the natives in the absence of that scientific system pecu- 
liar to Europeans. From my experience in Chili, extending over some years, 
I found that the greatest number of the mines in the interior of that country 
are owned by private individuals of no adequate means; so that many pro- 
ductive mines, when they get down some depth, are suspended for want of 
capital to procure the necessary appliances. Amongst others of note I have 
visited, and which were suspended, were Del Padre, in Guatalami, and 
the Del Plomo, in Circama, in the neighbourhood of San Lorenzo. The 
former, from specimens cut by myself from the lodes, gave 18 per cent. of 
copper and 25 mares of silver; the latter 9 per cent. of copper, 6 marcs of 
silver per cajon, and 17} per cent. of lead. Not to speak of the lead mines 
of Rapel and Elque, yielding, by my own assays, from 40 to 70 per cent. 
of lead and 3 mares of silver. Unfortunately there is no demand, for such 
ores in Chili, these mines being so far removed from any port of shipment, 
that it will not satisfy the miners with the present means of communica- 
tion to work them; but it is very evident that there js a wide field of im- 
mensely profitable investment, now that railway communication is open 
between Coquimbo and Tambillos. The country between that and Panul- 
cillo bids fair before long to become another Tamaya, where the Pique 
Copper Mine returned 40,0007. in one year to the present proprietors.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 


Sir,—After Mr. Heidtmann’s conclusive proof that I have been guilty 
of exaggeration, I must at unce withdraw my damaging stat t with re- 
ference to German mines worked with English capital. My statement 
“that 100 out of 100 English companies in Germany have proved a com- 
plete failure ” is false, and must be cancelled to make room for Mr. Heidt- 
mann’s—that 1 company out of 101 companies has returned a profit, and 
that, consequently, German mining should be encouraged by English 
capitalists. It should be remembered, however, that the Hibernia and 
Shamrock Collieries are not worked by what we should call a public com- 
pany, being composed of no larger number of partners than many of the 
colliery firms in the Northof England. Both the Hibernia and the Sham- 
rock are under one management, and I believe I am correct in stating 
that the profits are materially decreasing. It is true that in 1861 a good 
dividend was obtained on the (say) 150,0007, expended, but this was owing 
to exceptional circumstances—some of the Dusseldorf coal being pushed 
into foreign markets previously occupied, and now almost entirely occu- 
pied again, by English coal. I am not sure that some portion of the pro- 
fits to the Dusseldorf owners was not contributed to by the losses of those 
who dealt in their coal. ‘The profits may have exceeded 12 per cent. in 
1861, but will, I believe, be nearer 6 per cent. for 1863, and perhaps lower 
for the current year. Again, the collieries under Mr. Mulvany’s manage- 
ment are exceptional, and have been worked really furiously—the seams 
are moderately flat, whilst most of the German coal seams are fearfully 
tilted, and in configuration bear a close resemblance to the lines artists 
draw to represent flashes of lightning. Three or four V , carefully packed 
in one another will be the section of most of the German coal seams, and 
it not unfrequently happens that one seam belongs to one man, the next 
below it to another, and one still lower toa third. These are t in- 
conveniences connected with German mining generally—each lode can 
belong to a different party, so that, even assuming a mine to exist, one 
never knows what he may have to spend for paying out claimants; but 
these are only difficulties which Germans and foreigners have alike to con- 
tend with. 

Turning to the Zollern Colliery and the two mines named respective] 
Grosse Hoffnung and the Neugeboren Kindlein, I have to prove that it 
would be desirable for English capitalists to keep their money within reach 
at home, if they would not lose capital and interest at the sametime. For 
the present, I shall leave all consideration of the probability of immediate 
political disturbances throughout Germany out of the question. Mr. Heidt- 
mann’s urguments, summed up briefly, appeer to be these:—1. The 
75,0002. loan for the Zollern Company is only be offered on the English 
market, as an especial favour to the English capitalists. —2. The Grosse 
Hoffnung fundgrube is valuable, because it was valuable at shallow levels, 
and yielded great wealth formerly.—And 3. The Neugeboren Kindlein 
concession} is valuable because it is in the vicinity of the Himmelfahrt 
fundgrube. Now, I maintain that Mr. Heidtmann has not given sufficient 
evidence that there are any inducements whatever for English capitalists; 
and from my experience I am disposed to believe that there are very few 
German mines, collieries, or quarries which, if all the particulars were 
fairly ‘stated, an English capitalist would touch. Mr. Heidtmann con- 
cludes that German mining industry would not suffer in the event of war, 
as the German companies were prosperous during the Crimean war: in 
this war Germany was not involved. The several claims of Zollern, 
Grosse Hoffnung, and Neugeboren Kindlein, upon the English capitalist 
can best be censidered separately, provided Mr. Heidtmann can satisfac- 
torily answer the following questions:—How many acres do each of the 
properties cover? and does the right to mine in each extend to all mines 
and minerals which may exist vertically beneath the surface, or only to par- 
ticular lodes? 

In the prospectus of the Zollern Company it is distinctly stated that 
“the whole of the neeessary buildings and machinery have been erected, 
with the exception of one additional powerful pumping-machine, found re- 
quisite in consequencs of more water being met with than had been calcu- 
lated upon: the whole of the said machinery is in first-rate working order,’ 
and I do not think that I should have been justified in concluding from 
this statement that a colliery upon which 210,0007. had been expended 
would require 75,000/.,and three years, to bring it into profit. If English 
capitalists would know the facts of the case, the present colliery is of com- 
paratively little value. It is necessary to raise the 75,0007. to open what 
is in fact a neighbouring colliery; the workings have been abandoned for 
three or four years, and, practically, the op eee is this—We will form 
a company of 285,000/., and give the old shareholders 210,0002. for their 
property, and the new ones a discount of 11,250/. upon the capital neces- 
sary to work it. 

The Grosse Hoffnung being an old abandoned mine, has the same dis- 
advantage which similar properties have in this country—it is impossible 
to say to what extent the ore has been exhausted—it would be like the 
working of the old mine of Great Wheal Vor, where some 250,000/. was 
utterly lost in the hope to find tin, which, as is now proved, the ancients 
had previously removed. ‘The only recommendation of the Neugeboren 
Kindlein is, that it is near the Himmelfahrt fundgrube, and the delusive 
nature of working upon such data is amply proved in the Tavistock dis- 
trict, not a single valuable mine ever having been found in the vicinity to 
Devon Great Consols, It appears, as a rule, that the existence of a rich 
deposit of ore renders the surrounding neighbourhood unusually poor, and 
if this theory be accepted it would be a greater recommendation to the 
Neugeboren Kindlein to prove that it is not near the Himmelfahrt. “ Try, 
try again ” is, no doubt, an excellent precept for miners, but if addressed 
to English capitalists, I would say let them keep their money at home, 
and expend it in the development of English mines, where the successes 
are more than 1 in 101 companies.

MINING COMPANIES LIMITED BY GUARANTEE. 


Srr,—I have carefully read the correspondence on this subject which has 
been lately carried on in the Mining Journal, and have been not a little 
surprised to find so many writers rushing into print week after week with 
objections to the scheme now known as an “ A, P.’’ company, without 
having first taken the pains toexamine and master its details. Even your 
able correspondent, ‘‘ Lux Obscura,” in a letter in last week’s Journal, 
strongly criticises the proposed scheme, and in so doing proves that he is 
himself in complete ignorance of its most important features! Thus, he 








company, with an apparent guaranteed capital of 100,0002., but which 
might be diminished by relinquishments of shares to 72. between the date 
of sale and completion of documents. Now, surely your correspondent 
cannot even have read the details of “A. P.’s” scheme, or he would see 
that the clause containing the liability of shareholders for twelve months 
after relinquishment would afford complete protetion even in this extreme 
case, unless, indeed, the vendor were simple enough to sell his property 
on an open credit of over twelve months, and omit the natural precaution 
of retaining a lien On it until paid. The same clause would also protect 
the public in the other case suggested by “ Lux Obscura,” of a company 
extinguishing itself; an expression which, if it has any meaning, must 
mean a voluntary winding-up. But, indeed, “ A. P.,” in his letters, has 
so strongly dwelt upon this important feature in his scheme, that it ap- 
pears to me almost incredible that any reader of the Journal should be 
ignorant of its existence. Again, ‘* Lux Obscura” asks “ A. P.” whether 
it is not money, and not security to creditors, that is required in mining 
operations; adding that the scheme in question would not produce money, 
and that he fears a mining company conducted on credit could not suc- 
ceed. Why, there is not a single word in “A. P.s” scheme about carry- 
ing on his company on credit; on the contrary, it is distinctly stated that 
it is to be conducted on cash principles, the capital to be raised by perio- 
dical calls on the shareholders as required, the same as in any other 
limited company, with this difference—that there is no limit to the amount 
of capital. Indeed, the simple effect of the guarantee capital is to give 
creditors the same security that is afforded by the portion, if any, of capital 
not called up in the usuual form of limited companies; and it is obvious 
that it is a greater security than is given by limited companies with shares 
fully paid up. This is a point which is entirely ignored or overlooked b 
objectors. As to companies working on credit, that applies most nrongiy 
to Cost-Book Companies, to whieh too often undue credit is given on the 
strength, not of their management or prospects, but of there being two 
or three known wealthy individuals among the shareholders. 

The chief bugbear as respects the ‘* A. P.”’ scheme seems to be the re- 
linquishment of shares; and the only tangible objection in the letter of

This would completely obviate the objection referred to, 
and 1 do not know what additional security creditors could ask for,—in- 
deed, I may say that, as a rule, the merchants who supply mines are suf- 
ficiently able to take care of themselves. They generally know as much 
of the position and prospects of the mines they supply as the shareholders 
themselves, and if they suffer by giving credit to a Limited Liability Com- 
pany, itis solely their own fault, as they can always protect themselves, by 
insisting upon monthly payments of their bills, the same as of labour pay; 
a practice which, if properly carried out, would much conduce to the ad- 
vantage both of shareholders and creditors. 

On the whole, I consider the “ A. P.” form of company to be a decided 
improvement, so far as regards mining operations, on the other two forms 
—Cost-book and Limited Companies with fixed capitals; and I fancy that, 
if ** Lux Obscura” and others would take the trouble of thoroughty mas- 
tering the details of the scheme, their objections would vanish.» The only 
doubt on my mind, and one I am not sufficient of a lawyer to solve, is 
whether the Companies Act gives the power of relinquishing shares; but 
this could easily be set at rest by a short declaratory Act; and I think the 
matter is of sufficient importance to the mining interests to justify steps 
being taken to procure one.—Liverpool, Jan. 11. R. M‘C, 





MINING AS A PROFITABLE INVESTMENT. 


Taking soundings is justly appreciated as an act of prudent seamanship. 
Although there may neither be rock nor ledge, nor shoal, and the chart 
itself shows a clear way, still to heave the lead does no harm, and the pro- 
vidence apparent in such a resource fails not to win—nay, to command— 
confidence. In a like ratio of utility has been the counsel with which it 
has been your constant care to guide the public through the depths of min- 
ing, and to ensure to one and all a safe harbourage; in a word, that haven 
of prosperity the enterprising are ever in search of. But it so happens that 
advice is very often wrongly interpreted, and what is intended as simply 
suggestive of the value of ordinary precaution in making a choice of mines 
for investment is presumed to be a covert warning not to have anything 
to do with such a species of investment. Now, if any there be who have 
so read the script upon this subject they have formed a very wrong judg- 
ment, and they are now plainly told that mining in this country does not 
exact one iota more of the use of common sense in selecting from it ele- 
ments for the investment of capital than is required when people enter into 
other commercial and trading speculations. What more can a man re- 
quire who has surplus cash at his bankers, and is on the look out for a good 
sphere of enterprise wherein to employ it, than those possible and probable 
advantages held to rational hope by what are termed “* promising mines,” 
and those sterling realities illustrated in the Dividend List? Anyone who 
can afford to wait for profits cannot do better with spare capital—upon the 
principle of not putting ali his eggs into one basket—than to make a selec- 
tion of a few of those same promising undertakings, to such an extent as 
suits his means. Within his reach is authentic information as to their or- 
ganisation and peculiar prospects. The greatest novice on the market can 
make himself, through responsible agents, master of details by which he 
can judge for himself. 

There is nothing so mysterious and esoteric in the mining of the present 
day that the light of an ordinarily enquiring mind cannot reach to the facts 
and truths, each and all, connected with it; and with all the appliances of 
an improved market and working system at command, there is no excuse 
for an “adventurer” who takes up the mere game of chance, gambles in 
shares as recklessly and foolishly as he would at “ thimble-rig,” and, hav- 
ing lost his money on account of his improvidence, makes a cry out against 
mining, as though it were a Maelstrom, swallowing up all that comes 
within its vortex. However the wise may preach against folly, some there 
are who like the excitement of attempting to gain a little from great risk; 
who fatuously love lotteries, because a prize may turn up once in the 
thousand revolutions of the wheel of Fortune; who would rather play hazard 
at large points, than await those certainties which generally attend well- 
founded expectancy; and it cannot be denied that the existing careful or- 
ganisation of mine projects, whether we regard the science and experience 
brought to bear upon them on the outset, the strict supervision established, 
and the respectable and responsible agencies which are available on the 
share market, does ensure to capitalists an amount—and a fair amount— 
of security for every shilling they expend in such enterprise. It needs no 
diffuse argumentations to prove how far ahead mining, as a medium of in- 
vestment, is of most other speculative interests now open to the monied 
class; and the increasing demand upon the metal market is daily develop- 
ing for it more and more material and cheering prospects. 

I will not now enter into the question, one which is being so ably 
canvassed, of the comparative merits of British and foreign mining; each 
has its value in a mineral estimate, but it is evident the political move- 
ments at present on the Continent are, taken on the whole, as an impetus 
to this branch of our reproductive labour, while they arrest the progress of 
continental industry in favour of “adventure” in this country. On the 
other hand, I would be slow to favour the opinion that in Germany there 
are not mineral districts the development of which would be well worthy 
an outlay of English capital; and it is to be hoped, although the war 
spirit is ripe throughout Austria, Prussia, and the minor States, that more 
settled times are not far distant, when the peace enjoyed by those nations 
will insure to their mining interest a good place on our home market. 

Leaving all, then, to an approaching consummation of such importance 
in an industrial point of view, mining in England stands prominently and 
alone an object of inestimable value to all who have money to invest, and 
desire to do so in healthy ard remunerative enterprise. In point of fact, 
no one who paid even the most cursory attention to the statistics and state- 
ments published in the Journal of the last and preceding week could fail 
to be impressed with the cheering promise of which they were a true and 
authoritative utterance; and everyone who has capital at command will 
be acting the wisest part if among his chosen speculative mediums he 
enumerates British mining: it, 1 again assert, was never directed by a 
more effective system than now, and its future increased prosperity is 
neither mythical nor remote. MENTOR. 


TIN ORE TICKETINGS,. 


Siz,—It is not long sinée that accounts were received from America 
that a society had been formed for promoting a revolution in Ireland, and 
that they felt certain of success, because the people of Ireland were pro- 
sperous and happy, and could well afford the expenses. Certain gentle- 
men connected with the tin trade, and who are probably operating upon 
similar calculations, are seeking, just as the tin market is reaching a pro- 
sperous position, and the miners have excellent prospects before them, to disturb exist- 
ing custom, and risk the evils of the change. ‘“ A Consumer,” writing upon the subject, 
remarks that itis not surprising that miners are at a loss to understand why the metal 
produced from their ore should continue in a state of depression when iron and copper 
are buoyant and advancing. It does not follow that a good demand for tin should wait 
upon a large enquiry for copper, but miners do not take the course to obtain competition 
for their ore, or rather that description of competition which is likely to be of service to 
them. Why do they not adopt the copper system, and sell by ticket? There are eight 
distinct tin smelting companies, and as to any understanding between them, if it exists 
at all, it is only of a very limited character. He finds, he continues, that quotations in 
London and Liverpool are entirely nominal, and sales of tin are made at prices which 
have no reference to profit or interest of capital. The object is to se//, and in due time 
“ profit and loss account ” will show the result of the operations. A few years since it 
was thought healthy when the price of tin was 12 above the standard for ore; now the 
ait is 5, the standard for common being 104, and large lots of metal may be 
bought at 109s. per cwt., less 244 per cent. forcash. Somesmelters have great influence 
in certain jarge mines ; but throw off that influence—sell all tin ore by ticket; adopt the 
principle of “a fair field and no favour,” and we may again find Cornish tin esteemed as 
an article of commerce, instead of being regarded with that suspicion which makes con- 
sumers afraid to hold stocks. He believes that there are two firms in Cornwall who 
claim a sort of freehold in one-half of all the tin ore produced in the county. Whysub- 
mit tothis? Alter it, and it will be of advantage, as he thinks, both to miners and 
himself. Another equally dissatisfied writer—* An Adventurer iu Tin Mines "— says 
that tbe present extremely unsatisfactory state of the tin trade is producing no little dis- 
content amongst the adventurers in our Cornish mines, arising from the growing con- 
viction that the successive reductions in price have never been called for from any fall- 
ing off in demand, or increase of supplies, The “ Adventurer” considers that to a great 
extent the adventurers are in the hands of the smelters; and how has the prosperity 
and welfare of the county been sacrificed by the petty quarrels and jealousies of those 
monopolists? Weare continually hearing that tin is sold 37. below the standard, There 
can be no great difficulty in finding out which among the smelters is the direct cause of 
this. Let the name of the firm come before the public, and let us, “ one and all,” show 
our disapprobation of such conduct, by using our best endeavours to withhold tin from

To turn to the statement of “ An Adventurer in Tin Mines,” I deny entirely that the 
tin trade is in an unsatisfactory position, and I believe that at the present time tin mines 
are amongst the most desirable of investments. We have just been told that there is no 
monopoly, and now that tin is often sold by the miners 37. below the standard. Ifthis 
be so, I certainly think that there must be a pecuniary understanding bet ween the agent 
selling it and the purchaser, for with eight independent tin smelting firms there could be 
no difficulty in obtaining the fixed standard. Asto the recommendation to withhold the 
tin ore from any particular firm,itis absurc, Sellers always dispose of their produce to 
the buyer who will give the best price; if they do otherwise, it is their own fault. It 
is strange, however, that it should be urged at the same time that the price of tinshould 
be raised, and that some of the smelters are underselling. It is rather a novelty for 
smelters to undersell with a market so firm as to justify a rise; indeed, it would be dif- 
ficult to find any seller, however insanely benevolent he might be, who would be dis- 
posed to do so. If the miners are dissatisfied, though I contend that they have no cause 
| to be so, I would advise them to meet, and carefully frame a series of statements of griev- 
ances which do not contradict each other.—Jan, 12, An OUT-ADVENTURER, 


THE NEW HIGHWAY ACT. 


Sir, — There has been a great deal of discussion in this county as to 
whether the new Act should be carried out “in union or petty sessional 
districts.” In my opinion, we do not require either, If the Government 
were to lay down a few simple rules to be carried out by all the way-war- 
dens in their respective parishes, we might have good roads without pay- 
ing a surveyor, and thus save a great deal of unnecessary expense. I would suggest 
that the hedges should be kept free from wood, or only to leave what is necessary for 
fences; to have water-tables on each side of the roads, and that they should be kept 
clean; the roads be gradually rounded and kept sound; and that for all heavy convey- 
ances, wagons, carts, &c., we should have wide wheels (say 444 inches). I believe if 
this arrangement were properly carried out we should have much better roads than we 
now have, and that they would be kept in repair for much less expense. Surely if any 
one is paid for his services, it should be the way-warden, thus keeping the monies in 
the hands of the ratepayers. I think it would be quite as reasonable for the Govern- 
ment to send parties into our fields to show us how to farm, and for us to have to pay 
them for it, as to send surveyors on our roads. It appears to me that instead of adopt- 
ing plans for keeping the people at home, where we so much want them for improving 
our waste lands, &c., we are, by constantly increasing the taxation, still further com- 
pelling a larger number to leave the country.

“WHEAL GRYLLS,” AND “THE GRYLLS TIN MINING 
COMPANY.” 


Sir,—In the Journal of Dec, 26 a paragraph appeared in the City Ar- 
ticle, stating —* That a company on the Cost-book System is in course of 
formation for working a property én the very centre of the Wheal Grylls 
sett, and throughwhich the Georgia lode, so productive of rich black tin, 
passes. It is considered singular that the Wheal Grylls Company should 
have neglected to secure this, as sooner or later it may interfere with their 
workings.” This statement naturally alarmed some of the shareholders in Wheal Grylis, 
and came under discussion at the meeting of that company on the 26th ult., when the 
Chairman (Mr. Peter Watson) and I most unequivocally asserted that no company had 
a grant of land “in the very cent.e of Wheal Grylls sett,” or in any other part which 
would “interfere with their workings.” In the Journal of the 19th inst. Mr. Henry 
Rhodes, on behalf of the Grylls Tin Mining Company, has written a letter making the 
following statements “in confirmation of the statement which appeared on Dec, 26,” 

“ The committee of the ‘Grylis Tin Mining Company’ have recently secured a lease, 
from the trustees of the late Mr. P. Simons, for 21 years, of the mineral rights of several 
fields in the neighbourhood of the Grylls Mines, two of which, you will observe from 
tracing sent you herewith, are in close proximity to the present workings and the engine- 
house of Wheal Grylls, and aresurrounded on all sides by the property of that company ; 
so that the statement that it was situate in the centre of Wheal Grylis is neither un- 
Sounded nor false, but simply correct.”

Everyone knows 
who the “ Cautious Man” is, therefore, let the “ Rash Man” favour the public with his 
name also, so that we may be on an equal footing. The readers of the Mining Journal 
will then see what a nice man he is to attack the “ Cautious Man.” They will be edified 
also by a few of his predictions. As for my prediction about Pendeen Consols. / am per- 
Jectly willing to sink or swim by it; but when @ man gives a quotation from either of 
my letters, I will thank him to do so fairly, in which case I would be the last person to 
complain. It is true I led my readers, in August last, to believe that dividends in Pen- 
deen Consols would soon be commenced, but 1 added these words—“ Presuming, of course, 
that the prospects of the mine continue as at present.” Now, these words the “ Rash 
Man,” with his usual muddling propensities, leaves entirely out. Still, notwithstanding 
that Pendeen Consols is not looking 80 well at the present time as it did in August last, 
I yet contend that there cannot be the least doubt that my prediction will be carried out 
to the very letter. The steam-stamps ate now in full work,and after the next meeting 
dividends may be looked for.

The annexed reports were then read :— 

Jan. 7.—The engine at Highburrow shaft is now complete, with rods .nd pitwork all 
in their places. In a few days from this time the engine will be regularly working; at 
present the men are casing and dividing the engine-shaft. When this work is com- 
plete, we shall commence to sink the shaft below the 45 by 12 men, with ail possible 
speed, I should recommend to drive the 45 west, on the course of the lode; by doing 
80 we may open some good ore ground.

low the 134; the lode has a kindly appearance for copper, and ground easy for driving 
~—set at 37. per fathom. The 134 end is driven west of the engine-shaft 26 fms. ; above 
the middle cross-course it was rich for copper ore, and afterwards the lode became 
harder, and not so productive; at present the end is set to drive at 5/. 5s. per fathom, 
and the lode contains more ore, with a very promising appearance. At the 134 cross- 
cut, driving south in the middle cross-course, we pay 4/. 5s. per fathom ; this end is ex- 
tended 14 fms., and we expect to cut a lode within two months from this time. The 
60 fm, level cross-cut north, on Woodfall’s cross-course, is just under the spot where we 
thought the lode might be intersected. If either of these cross-cnts prove productive, 
it will be a great point indeed. The copper ore breaking west of the sump-winze is 
even richer in quality than the ore discovered in the engine-shaft at the 60 fm. level ; 
and there is no doubt in my mind that it is a continuation of, and improvement on, that 
bunch of copper ore; and as soon as the 144 end, west of sump-winze, is holed to the 
144 end, driving east of engine-shaft, we purpose sinking the sump-winze, to prove this 
part of the mine, which will be in about two months. In conclusion, I would remark 
that the bunch of ore in the 134 end east seems to be a continuation of the one formerly 
driven through in the 70 and 80 fm. levels, which failed in the 90, but in the 134 end 
has an excellent appearance. Altogether, our future prospects are very good. The 
ground is easier for developing. We shall gradually increase our sales of copper, and 
the sale in Feb., we think, will realise 750/., and continue to improve.—T. RicHaRps, 
The CHatRMAN, in proposing that the report and accounts be received and adopted, 
stated that although the financial position of the company was somewhat worse than 
it was at the last general meeting, yet the mine itself had considerably improved, and, 
as Capt. Richards would tell them, the general prospects were of a much more encourag- 
ing character. Looking at the improved copper standard, and the probability of a still 
further improvement, they had good reason to hope that the corner had been turned, and 
that they would soon begin to realise the fraits of their long-tried and nearly exhausted 
patience. ——Capt. T, RicHarps said there could be no question that the mine had ma- 
terially improved, for the ground was considerably easier, and the quality of the ore was 
incomparably better.

7501., but he thought they would go on to gradually improve. In the 134 end east they 
were discovering more ore than was being taken away. If the 134 and 144 held on as 
at present, he believed the returns would meet the costs before the end of the present year. 

Mr. Mocartta wished to know if the expenses could be reduced ?——Capt. RicHaRps 
said the mischief had been that their operations were carried on upon too contracted a 
scale. The only dead tutwork at present going on was the cross-cuts, but the tatwork 
would scon be i . 

Mr. M‘CaLtan t that the general prospects of this property had much improved.

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 

Jan. 13,—Our engine works very well, and there was no time delayed in sinking the 
engine-shaft from the commencement of operations. The shaft is down 28% fathoms 
below the surface, which is 834 fathoms under the adit level, and the country is similar 
to the East Wheal Rose silver-iead ore district. The shaft continues to be sunk 444 feet 
per week, and it is our intention toget down 16 fathoms with the first lift of pumps, and 
at that depth drive north to prove the character of the lode ; consequently, we hope to 
see the lode about the end of March next.

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption and reception of the report and accounts. 

Mr. Batrers enquired if the engine had yet gone to work ?——Capt. Ricuarps re- 
plied in the affirmative, and stated that the sinking of the shaft had been continued dur- 
ing the time the engine was being erected, except while the pitwork was being put in, 
which took abouta month. Theshaft, he might mention, was sinking in the“ country,” 
but the lode was underlying towards the shaft about 2 ft. in a fathom, so that the cross- 
cut in the next level would not be long, it being about 15 fms. in the adit level. The 
first thing to do would be to sink about 16 fathoms, that being as much as they could 
sink with safety in one lift. At that depth they would run out and cut the lode, just to 
ascertain its actual character, The sett contained a great number of lodes. 

Mr. BaTrers enquired the character of the lode seen near the engine-shaft ?——Capt.

[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. } 


Apetainr, Nov. 27.—Mining matters, although to some extent de- 
pressed in this colony, on account of the want of capital properly to de- 
velope even mines of known wealth, are, on the whole, making sure but 
slow and steady progress. The Burra, the Bremer, and the Moonta 
Mines are going on much as usual; perhaps the greatest improvement is 
noticeable in the Bremer Mine (Worthing Company ), where the yield of ore is increasing, 
and which during the past month has produced, from its smeiting works, the largest 
quantity of regulus made since the opening of the mine - 72 tons, 260 tons of ore having 
been raised, A complimentary dinner was given on the 5th inst. to Mr. Alfred Halletr, 
the energetic and talented manager of this mine: the Ilon. John Hart, the treasurer of 
the province, presided, and several distinguished guests were present, the total number 
being about 200. I need not trouble you with report of the /é/e, as the Ltegister or Ad- 
vertliser can be consulted by those interested in the details. No more need be said in 
praise of the management of this mine than the mere mention of the face that, with an 
average produce of copper from the ore amounting to scarcely two-thirds that of any 
other mine in the colony, the Bremer Mine is made to pay. The Matta Mine, near the 
Wallaroo, is one of the chief favourites in the market at present, and just as all the shares 
in the new company were taken up the large new engine arrived, most opportunely, from 
England. Great results may be looked for from the Matta when the engine is got to 
work. The most recent workings fn the Wallaroo Mines, and also therichest, are those 
nearest to the Matta. 

The Yudanamutana and Blinman Mines continue to maintain their high character. 
The present season is the most favourable one they have ever had for the purposes of 
cartage, and the near completion of the smelting-works at the Blinman will give them 
an immense advantage in reducing ores below 25 per cent. to regulus. I anderstand the 
traction-engines are making their way up the Western Plain towards the mines, drag- 
ing the empty trucks, which it is hoped they will soon bring back full of ore. 

The proprietors of the Napoleon Mines, 60 or 70 miles from Port Augusta, believing 
there is little chance of selling their leases in England, are commencing to work the ore 
themselves. Some valuable discoveries, within 50 miles of Port Augusta—one or two 
considerably nearer—have been made within the last few months, and if they are pro- 
perly worked it is highly probable that the results will be remunerative, as, from being 
so near the port, the cost of cartage and other expenses are greatly lessened. 

The Spring Creek Mine, near Mount Remarkable, is yielding some good ore. 

Some comparatively fresh discoveries on Yorke’s Peninsula, both near the Moonta, and 
in entirely new localities, are attracting some attention, but at present no paying lode 
been found; however, the mines have not yet been worked long enough to expect such 
a result. The Karkarilla Mine, on a section adjoining the Moonta, has improved consi- 
derably since my last, and is yielding some splendid ore: the quantity at present, how- 
ever, is not so great as might be the case if an adequate number of miners could be em- 
ployed. The Yelta,on the other (north) side of the Moonta, has produced some ex- 
cellent grey ore during the past month, but it has been patchy,and although great con- 
fidence is felt in the mine a really paying lode can scarcely be said to be in work yet. 
Three favourite mines are the Talisker (silver-lead), the West Kanmantoo(copper), and 
the Adelaide (copper and gold). Only 12s. 4d. has been paid on each share in the Ta- 
lisker, yet the shares are now worth 7/, 10s. in the market, and the mine is being worked 
at a profit, so that a dividend is shortly expected, The West Kanmantoo Mine, near 
the Bremer, has just paid its first dividend, not perhaps entirely out of profits, but nearly 
80; the fact is, after the first twelve months the constitation of the company required 
to be altered, and the affuirs of the old company being wound-up, a dividend of 20 per 
cent. was paid on the original shares, the amount having been chiefly realised from the 
profits on the ore sold, while the shareholders still retain shares in the new company, 
worth 150 per cent. more than the original price of the old shares. 

In a former letter I mentioned the discovery in the Adelaide Mine of a course of gossan 
and quartz, containing a considerable percentage of gold. Nothing bas yet been done 
towards the working of the gold, though I believe it is in contemplation to introduce 
machinery for that purpose. The fact that a considerable deposit of gold exists there 
and in other places in the neighbourhood is, however, fully established. Some good 
copper ore is being raised from the mine, but for some time the work was not carried 
on vigorously, and no great quantity is at grass. Apropos of gold, Mr. Hargreaves, the 
discoverer of go'd in New South Wales, is at present, under engagement with our Go- 
vernment, making a tour of the colony in search of the precious metal. He intends exa- 
mining Kangaroo Island, where gold is said to have been found. I believe, and I think 
Mr. Hargreaves is of the same opinion, that no extensive alluvial deposit of gold will be 
found here, but that there may be «many quartz reefs and gossan reefs from which gold 
in paying quantities may be obtained. One or two discoveries of tin are rumoured, and 
not without foundation, but the extent of them has yet to be proved. I am informed 
that one at least is a very considerable mine of that valuable miueral. 

A mineral claim has just been secured at Encounter Bay, and a fine lode of blue and 
green carbonate has been opened in thecliff at Rossetta Head, a bluff promontory, whence 
the ore can be conveyed in shoots direct into a ship’s hold.

Remarks.,—Although the Metal Market has been most remarkably ex- 
empt from enquiry, by the stringency of the Money Market, yet the non- 
advance of the Bank rate on Tharsday last, contrary to the general expec- 
tation, which was that 8 per cent. would again be fixed, will be decidedly 
advantageous to certain parts of the market, while the rather more favour- 
able appearance of affairs on the Continent, and the evident unwillingness 
of the Germans to drive matters to extremities, which is causing a general 
feeling to arise that, notwithstanding all said and done, they do not really 
mean to go to war, has tended to check the advances in the metal imported 
from that part of Europe, and to produce something like a reaction. With 
these exceptions, the metal market remains in the same prosperous condi- 
tion as at our last report, as, notwithstanding the high rate of interest, a 
very considerable speculative business is doing, while shipping orders con- 
tinue very good, and a general tone of healthiness pervades the market. 
CorrEeR.—Since the late advance the market has remained extremely 
firm, There is a very considerable demand, but the smelters decline sell- 
ing at the fixed rates. A rise of 7/7. to 8/. has taken place in the standard 
of ores, and the consequence has been that this day an advance of 5/. per 
ton has been announced by the smelters, making the present prices for 
manufactured 120/.; tough cake, tile, and ingot, 113/.; best selected, 116/:

Iron.—The price of iron is very firm at the late advance. Merchants 
are desirous of giving out large orders at present rates; but, as a rule, the 
ironmasters are indisposed to take orders far in advance. The quarterly 
meetings of the trade next week, at Wolverhampton and Birmingham, are 
looked forward to with interest, as helping to show what is likely to be the 
future course of the trade. The ironmasters of North Staffordshire have 
held their preliminary meeting, and in consideration of the general demand 
for plates, angle-iron, and general merchant bars, have adopted the same 
course as the South Staffordshire ironmasters, and advanced the price of 
iron 20s. per ton.

The last report from Glasgow states 
that the market had assumed a firmer tone, and 66s., cash, had been ob- 
tained later in the day; however, a reaction took place, and the market 
closed at 65s.

Tix.—This metal continues to maintain its position, and a very exten- 
sive business has been done during the week.

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Lectures ror Working Men—Meratturcy.—Dr. Percy gave the 
first of a series of lectures on this subject, at the Museum of Practical Geo- 
logy, on Monday. He defined metallurgy as the art of separating metals 
from their ores, and of preparing them for useful purposes. He then went on to consider 
the metal copper, which, he said, occurred abundantly in natare, sometimes in the me- 
tallic state, and frequently combined with sulphur, as in pyrites; it also occurs in the 
form of carbonate, as in the malachite. It is distinguished from all other metals by its 
colour, and is only likely to be mistaken for the metal titanium, which is sometimes 
met with in the slags of our Dlast-furnaces; it forms two oxides, generally known ino 
commerce as copper scale, They are used Jargely in the manufacture of biue vitriol, 
and also in staining glass. He next proceeded to show the method by which the metal 
is separated from its ores, and described the various furnaces used for this purpose. He 
called special attention to the reduction of the oxide by means of the sulphide, a method 
equally employed in the smelting of lead.

The last twenty years have witnessed more than one great rush from 
the Old World to distant countries on the first signal of the discovery of 
gold. Almost simultaneously Australia and California commenced to re- 
veal their hidden treasures; and, no sooner were the surface auriferous de- 
posits of those lands exhausted by the numerous adventurers that hastened 
thither from all parts of the world, than the gold fields of New Zealand 
and British Columbia were discovered. The first pioneers in the great in- 
vasions that follow this magic cry of gold must always be those to suffer 
the greatest hardships, and that with less chance of ultimate success than 
those who follow them. And since in all mining operations there are no 
certain limits either to the possible success or the possible disappointment 
of the adventurer, there will of necessity be many cases where both labour 
and capital will be spent with little or no return, Especially will this be 
the case where false representations are spread to mislead the ignorant as 
to the value and extentof the discoveries made. ‘The late great rush to the 
gold fieldsof Otago, in New Zealand, is a remarkable instance of this. They 
werediscovered at a time when thesurface effloresence of the gold deposits of 
New South Wales had been exhausted, and when the necessity became 
evident for more scientific operations than the ordinary diggers had em- 
ployed. Many of these men, unfitted for more steady mining operations, 
and indisposed to attempt other branches of industry, flocked in crowds 
from Australia to the El Dorado of New Zealand. Most of us can remem- 
ber the heartrending news of crowds of miners starved or frozen to death, 
after reaching a country totally unprepared for so large an immigration. 

The territory of New Zealand consists of two main and two smaller is- 
lands, traversed by mountain ranges in the direction of their length. The 
geological formation of a country so difficult of access, and so completely 
covered with dense forests and tangled underwood, with deep ravines and 
abrupt mountain precipices, must, until carefully explored, be somewhat 
a matter of conjecture; and it is rather the geology of the coast than of 
the interior that is in any way known to us. The earlier colonists were 
attracted to those islands rather by their agricultural advantages than by 
their mineral resources; and it is not until quite lately that attention has 
been paid to this most important subject. For many years past we have 
known of the existence of coal, and have worked seams of it at several 
points, on both the North and South Islands. Specimens, and little more, 
of copper and silver have from time to time been found; but it was not until 
quite recently that the most precious of all metals, gold, was found to exist 
in any abundance on the islands; although from the Coromandel penin- 
sula it has for many years been extracted in sma!l quantities from its gravel 
deposits. The deep ravines filled with water, and the dense vegetation 
which covers the surface, are great hindrances to all attempts at prospect- 
ing, and it was as much a matter of accident as of preconcerted research 
that the now renowned gold fields of Otago were brought to light. 

So far as we at present know, and it must be acknowledged that our in- 
formation is as yet somewhat imperfect, the geology of the North Island 
differs considerably from that of the South and Middle Islands, The former 
is the centre of both extinct and active volcanoes; its coast surface is co- 
vered with scori, from which rise abruptly volcanic ranges, with crater 
summits. Quartz veins are abundant, traversing the metamorphic beds 
and volanic breccias; and indications of copper and silver are not unfre- 
quently met with. Gold is derived from the sands found in the beds of 
many of the streams which flow from the high mountain ridges. The 
fandamental rocks of the Middle Island are granite, gneiss, mica-slate, 
clay-slate, metamorphic strata, with rocks of igneous origin, associated 
with beds of the carboniferous epoch, consisting of beds of sandstone, iron- 
stone, shale, and coal, which are protected by an overlying sand. The 
distance of the mountain ranges from the coast varies much, but resting 
on their flanks are invariably found metamorphic rocks, and, as we recede 
further, are seen occasional sections of quartz grit, sandstone, shale, coal, 
and iron, in most cases covered with a deposit of gravel, often composed 
almost entirely of rounded quartz pebbles, and which, near Otago, reaches 
a thickness of many hundred feet. A little more than two years and a-half 
ago GaBrrIeL READ announced to the astonished squatters of Dunedin his 
great discovery of the precious metal close to their very doors. ‘The news 
spread with astonishing rapidity, and it was not long before ship after ship 
was hurrying with its living freight from the gold fields of the neighbour- 
ing island. The excitement wasintense; the immigration was so entirely 
in excess of the resourses of the neighbourhood that many died of actual 
want. Those who were better prepared, and more fortunate, strapping the 
immediate necessities of life in a blanket on their back, hurried off on their 
pilgrimage to the diggings. A weary journey of 60 miles over numerous 
mountain ridges, with abrupt sides, and Gabriel’s Gully is reached. A 
valley about two miles long and half a mile wide, covered with arich soil, 
and supplied with abundant water, cheers the exhausted miner. He rears 
his temporary shelter, and immediately sets to work, for he finds that he 
cannot support life at a lower rate than 3/. per week. He penetrates through 
the top soil, darts his pick into the underlying gravel, and soon reaches the 
auriferous black earth, which here lies on a hard blue slaterock. Wehave 
described the islands as covered with a dense vegetation; but in the vicinity 
of Otago there are few trees, and those of small size; so the great difficulty 
of the miner is to obtain timber from which to make his sluice-box, a dif- 
ficulty which is easily overcome in the more-recently discovered and richer 
gulleys of Melrose and Fox, from their proximity to the great Molyneux 
River, down which are floated rafts of timber from its wooded banks. The 
advantages a digger in New Zealand possesses over a digger in Australia 
are the abundance of water-power at all seasons at his command, and the 
proximity of the fields to navigable rivers, When the more superficial de- 
posits of gold have been worked out in New Zealand, and crushing-machi- 
nery like that at present in use in our Victoria gold fields shall be introduced, 
there will, no doubt, be found gold in the cement and overlying gravel, 
which will richly repay the crusher; and, as in Australia, the gold has been 
traced from the river bed to the quartz reef from which it was derived, there: 
can be no doubt that in New Zealand also the sources of the gold will be 
discovered as our knowledge of the country shall increase. These golden 
treasures, which have so long lain concealed, occur in the island which is 
least populated, and which is not at all affected by the present political 
disturbances, which are so seriously damaging the interests of the colonists 
of the Northern Island. Whatever the merits of the case may be, all seem 
to fear that the present war will end in the complete extermination of the 
native population. The native population of the four islands does not, it is 
estimated, exceed 70,000, and, previous tothe gold discoveries, the European 
colonists on the islands exceeded 50,000; and since the great mining im- 
migration the number of the latter must have more than doubled. It is 
vain now to consider the advantages this colony might have derived from 
a happy fusion of the two races; but, however retarded it may be by her 
present troubles, all must concur in the opinion that, when peace should be 
restored, a brilliant future lies before her. Situated in a most healthy lati- 
tude, covered in most parts with a rich soil, on which at present luxuriate 
forests valuable for their gums and fibres, intersected in all directions by 
rivers, many of which are navigable, containing in her bowels great mine- 
ral wealth, New Zealand may almost rival her fortunate sister island, Aus- 
tralia. After the first excitement is over, and a little capital has been 
amassed at the gold diggings, the more steady and reliable portion of the 
miners will apply themselves to agricultural and other branches of indus«

Australia, in the midst of Maori turbulence in New Zealand, a dependency 
go rich in natural resources, and of so temperate a climate, as to be digni- 
fied by the appellation of the “ Britain of the South,” and farther still 
across the southern pacific, in the distant Cariboa—the gold fields of Britis 
Columbia, he is at work, toiling to his own independence and the fulfilment 
of a country’s destiny. In this latter El Dorado his labours are happily 
undisturbed by aboriginal hostility. So far from that, recent reports affirm 
that respect for law and order characterises the community: right and 
equity are easily enforced, and the gold commissioner finds but little dif- 
ficulty in regulating the “ claims,” and adjudicating on disputes between 
the diggers whenever they arise. In this, Columbia has considerably the 
advantage of Australia, even at the present day; and it is not surprising to 
find many of the enterprising here in England- seriously speculating upon 
this great facility for operations, and combining to take the field with ample 
capital for carrying out projects of gold-finding on a great scale in those 
districts where individual labour, with very inadequate appliances, has 
proved so eminently successful. , 

Recent discoveries of the precious metal in the island of Vancouver has 
given an impulse to this species of adventure, and estimating all the auri- 
ferous prospects now opening in that colony and British Columbia, a com- 
pany is, we understand, about to test their resources with energy, and every 
means which science suggests for the prompt and successful accomplish- 
ment of such a purpose. The climate of this land of gold is said to be 
very favourable to British settlers; it is healthy and invigorating, although 
somewhat sudden in its transitions, but even here at home we are pretty 
well accustomed to extreme atmospheric changes, and know how to en- 
counter them. Winter is characterised by extreme capriceousness, but, 
according to the account of Mr. A. C. ANDERSON, formerly chief trader 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, “snow does not fall deep enough along 
the banks of the main streams to preclude travelling with pack animals;” 
while Governor Douctas states—his despatch bearing date Jan. 21, 1859 
—that at Lytton, on the Fraser River, near the junction of the Thompson, 
the climate is pleasant, temperate, and generally clear and dry, so much 
so that from Aug. 24 to Dec. 19, 1858, there did not occur more than 
12 hours rain or snow. In Vancouver Island particularly the climate is 
far more temperate than that of this country, and has been described as 
resembling very closely that of the South of France, while its capital, 
Victoria, affords, in first and second class hotels, restaurants, eating and 
lodging houses, shops, reading-rooms, &c., all that can be required by tra- 
vellers and residents of every denomination. 

Of British Columbia, the sea coast extends somewhat about 500 miles, 
and, inclusive of Queen Charlotte’s Island, the area of the colony is cal- 
culated at 200,000 square miles, the’ colonial capital} being New West- 
minster, on the north bank of Fraser’s River. It is believed by the dig- 
gers that the goid fields of British Columbia will prove the most extensive 
and most regular, as regards deposit, of all the auriferous regions yet dis- 
covered. Touching the latter assertion, it is contended that but few if any 
of the seekers have been totally unsuccessful, and it would be a labour in 
vain, and a very ungracious task into the bargain, to attempt to argue 
down the over-sanguine temperament of the miners, or to moot a doubt of 
the fabulous fortunes they are so prone to spin long yarns about, recitals 
with which they expect all listeners to be highly edified. Whatever be 
the amount of truth in them, they certainly tend to enlist the sympa- 
thies of many, and thus “new hands” follow up the course of the Fraser 
continually, and are now extending the explorations for the glittering 
prize. The mechanical appliances resorted to are generally of the rudest 
description, but it will soon be, in all likelihood, proved what proper ma- 
chinery sent out from this country can accomplish; and, it must be allowed, 
the gold tracts of British Columbia offer every legitimate inducement to 
associations organised to win the great prize man aspires to in every land, 
—the prosperous result of his labours. 








Foreien Tartirrs.—It is not often that we have the opportunity of re- 
commending a parliamentary return to the notice of our readers on the 
score of its usefulness, but a paper is now issuing from the Statistical De- 
partment of the Board of Trade, a copy of which ought to be in the hands 
of everyone interested in the export trade of the country. The return in 
question relates to the amount of import duty charged upon British ma- 
nufactures by each of the tariffs of European states. Part 3 of this return 
(just issued) more immediately relates to a branch of trade in which our 
readers are interested—the rates of duty levied on iron and steel, un- 
wrought and wrought, including cutlery, machinery, arms, and ammuni- 
tion. The great value of the return consists in its showing, in parallel 
columns, the English equivalents of the foreign weights and money, re- 
duced to an English standard, so that a mere glance over its pages is re- 

uired to ascertain the rate of duty charged on any particular article in all 
the countries included in the return. In order to estimate the value of 
this return, let us mention that were a private individual to undertake this 
task for his own use, he must first obtain eighteen tariffs, in about sixteen 
languages, and he must then translate them, and reduce the various foreign 
weights and monies into English equivalents. All this is done for him 
and put into his hands, in the shape of the present return, for a few pence. 
We can only hope that the foresight of Government in causing this return 
to be prepared will be fully appreciated by those for whose benefit and use 
it has been published. The return may be had at the office for the sale of 
parliamentary papers. Part 1 gives the rates of duty charged upon yarns 
of each kind; and Part 2, corresponding information with regard to textile 
fabrics. When completed the return will form a most useful work of re- 
ference to both shippers and merchants; whilst the publication of the paper 
in separate parts, relating to separate classes of articles, enables persons 
interested in particular branches of trade to possess all the information 
they require in this respect, in the smallest possible space, and at the 
lowest possible cost, 





Improvep Davy Lamp.—Mr. P. Bourne, of Whitehaven Colliery, 
viewer, has invented an improved means for extinguishing the light of the 
lamp in the act of opening it, and before the wire gauze covering can be re- 
moved from the lamp. He attaches to the lamp near the wick-holder an 
apparatus consisting of one or more levers, mounted on a suitable fulerim, and which 
apparatus is capable of being depressed on the wick by the act of removing the wire 
gauze covering. The apparatus is, by the action of a suitable spring or springs, or by the 
weight of the short end of the lever or levers, or by both of such means, kept out of the 
way of the ignited wick so long as the gauze covering remains on the lamp, or when the 
gauze covering is being placed on the lamp; but as soon as any attempt is made to re- 
move the gauze covering one or more small projecting pieces attached to the mounting 
of the gauze covering is forced under the short arm of the lever, by which the other end 
of the lever is depressed on the wick, and the light becomes extinguished. 

SusstiruTte For GunrpowpER.—An explosive compound, which it is 
proposed to use for general purposes, has been invented by Messrs. Hall 
and Wells, of Worcester. ‘They take chlorate of potash, 47 parts; ferro- 
cyanide of potassium, 38 parts; and sulphur about 5 parts. They reduce 
these ingredients separately to a powder by grinding them on a suitable slab, and when 
properly ground it is thoroughly mixed, water being added to permit the whole to be 
formed into a stiff paste; after this they allow the position thus prepared to stand, 
allowing the water to evaporate, and then they add ten parts of caoutchouc, These in- 

di are to be th ghly mixed, and if to be used in powder pressed and granulated, 
or the compound may be moulded into a suitable shape, forming a solid compact body, 
which would be highly advantageous in preparing charges, either for ball or blank prac- 
tice, or otherwise. Although they have given the proportions that they,have found 
with their present experience to be satisfactory, nevertheless they claim the privilege of 
altering or modifying the proportions according to the purposes for which the compound 
may be required. 

Srparatine METALS FROM EARTHY AND OTHER Matrers.—Mr. B. G. 
Sloper, of Walthamstow, has patented an invention, which consists in con- 
structing an apparatus wherein the matters acted on are first separated, 
according to their degrees of fineness, and are afterwards subjected to 
washings, whereby the metals and metallic particles are left in receptacles, 
from which they are afterwards removed. The apparatus consists of a perforated cylin- 
der, the perforations in which are gradually reduced in size from one end of the cylinder 
tothe other. This cylinder is made to revolve over, and partly in, a cistern or vessel 
containing water, and in which funnels are placed for receiving the matters as they issue 
through the perforated cylinder. These funnels are fixed into and form part of tubes 
fitted at the bottom with taps, which open into syphon-pipes of India-rabber, or other 
suitable material. An agitator is placed under the bends of these pipes, and keeps them 
constuntly in motion. The material to be operated upon is fed into the interior of the 
cylinder, and is gradually passed along the cylinder portions, according to the fineness 
falling through the different perforations, as they travel towards the opposite end of the 
cylinder. The matters fall into the various funnels, descend the pipes, and, by the 
Pressure of the water in the pipes, all the lighter portions are driven off through the 
syphon-pipes, while the metal and metallic particles remain in the bends of the syphons. 
By opening the taps to their fullest bore the metals and metallic particles are expelled

As.regards other Bel- 
gian matters, it may be noted that the ChAtelineau Biast-Furnaces and Foundries Com- 
pany is actively completing the installation of the working plant of the spacious stracture 
recently erected by the side of its old works. In the opinion of all competent to form 
an opinion on the subject, the new establishment will not havea rival on the Continent, 
not only from the excellence of its internal arrangements, but also from the perfection of 
its tools. To give an idea of the importance which the fabrication of rails will soon as- 
sume at these works, it may be observed that their consumption of pig will be 100 tons 
per day, so that when the new establishment is put in operation another blast-furnace 
will doubtless be lighted. M, Motte, engineer, is about to try experiments for carrying 
on puddling operations with poorand ordinary cual. The process consists in the reduc- 
tion of the coal into small fragments in a hopper placed above the blast-furnace, so that 
it falls upon the plate of the furnace ina state of comparatively minute division. There 
is little novelty to notice in connection with the Belgian iron trade, industrials and. spe- 
culators having been engaged of late in adjusting the accounts of 1863. It is confidently 
anticipated, however, that 1864 will be attended with good results for Belgian trade and 
industry, unless some great “ untoward event” intervenes to check the favourable cur- 
rent of affairs, Irons remain without change, at previously reported rates. 

The Liége basin having to a considerable extent lost its outlet to Ger- 
many, in consequence of the great impetus communicated to German me- 
tallurgical industry, while the English delivered pig into Flanders and 
Brabant at prices against which Charleroi producers had great difficulty in 
contending, 1863 would have proved a gloomy year to the Belgian iron trade but for the 
more and more extensive orders secured from abroad. The syndicate of forge-masters 
has rendered Belgium great services in this respect, while M, Eugene de Dorlodot also 
assisted in no small measure in obtaining the foreign orders, which have so powerfully 
assisted to sustain the market. In August all the great works became abundantly pro- 
vided with orders for rails,and their proprietors were, consequently, enabled to assume a 
bolder tone, and resumed with firmness attempts to establish an advance. The prices of 
pig and merchants’ iron were raised, and as it was the period of the year when opera- 
tions are commenced in scrap iron, that article was brought on the market at 27. 178. 6d. 
per ton, while at the corresponding date of 1862 it had figured at 2/. 16s. per ton, and 
soon went to 2/, 14s. 6d. per ton, and even lower. Orders for merchants’ iron and scrap 
arrived by degrees, and the rise asked in prices was easily established. An advance de- 
clared itself contemporaneously in England ; it was first rather a forced affair, as it was 
brought about by the demands made to the masters by the operative puddlers, but it 
soon became natural and well founded, as the works had some difficulty in executing the 
orders received, September saw the rise become general on all siderurgical products, 
and it was soon reflected in the adjudications of contracts for rails, which are excellent 
barometers of the state of the atmosphere of the metallurgical world. At an adjudica- 
tion made at the close of this month on behalf of the State system of lines, a rise of 63, 
per ton took place in rails, and of 8s. per ton in fish-joints, while at the same time the 
Flemish and Brabant pig-iron markets were partially recovered from the English, in 
consequence of the elevation in price which British products had experienced. Belgian 
forge-masters have in the face of the advancing tendency of prices moderated their pre- 
tensions, so as to secure if possible other contracts, and extend their sphere of operations. 
It was thought at one time that the revival in metallurgical industry might:be if not 
altogether stopped, at any rate checked, by the monetary crisis which occurred just ata 
time when affairs generally experience a temporary cessation of activity; bat neither 
discount difficulties, nor the close of the year, nor the unfortunate political complications 
in the North of Europe, have thus far unfavourably affected the metallurgical market. 
We have already noticed the fact that scrap iron began its course this year favourably, 
as compared with 1862, but it has since established a further advance, and now stands 
at rather more than 3/7. per ton. Merchants’ irons, which began in 1863 at 6/. 4s. per 
ton, and even at 6/. per ton (for all kinds of prices were assented to), are now at 61, 12s. and 
61. 16s. per ton. Casting pig, No. 5, has advanced from 3/, 12s, to 37. 14s. and 31. 16s, 
per ton, and in some cases it has gone to 3/. 18s., and even 4/. per ton. Refining pig 
has advanced about 4s. per ton—from 3/, to 37. 43., while in some works the latter quo- 
tation has been exceeded. Plates have also risen about 4s. perton, The foreign rela- 
tions of the Belgian iron trade were considerably extended last year; formerly they 
were confined—and even then it must be admitted that they took a tolerably wide range 
—to Spain, Switzerland, Holland, Italy, and Russia, bat now they include also America, 
Sweden, and Turkey. Belgian industrials are also not a little proud of the fact that last 
year they set their feet in England with the odject of competing with their products with 
those of their powerfal rival. Merchants’ iron of various kinds was first delivered into 
England by M. Albert Gendebien, managing director of the Montigny-sur-Sambre 
Works; other orders have since come to hand, and finally a contract for 10,000 tons of 
rails has been concluded by the syndicate of forge-masters on British account. The 
number of works was not materially increased in Belgium last year. As regards blast- 
furnaces, there were two more at work than in 1862, but 25 or 26 are still idle. The 
augmentation in the number of rolling-works is not more marked, but the noticeable 
fact is that more and more exertions are made to increase the production of works of all 
descriptions. It is in this increased production that industrials seek for that reduction 
in the return price which will enable them to reduce their terms of sale. To pro- 
duce on a large scale at a cheap rate is a problem of which Belgian forge-masters 
have found the solution, thanks to their persevering researches and their energetic efforts. 
Among the new establishments built or put into activity in the course of 1863 may be 
mentioned the rolling- works of M. Emile Constant, at Monceau-sur-Sambre, which com- 
menced working Jan. 15; the construction of a rolling-works for plates for MM. Victor 
Gilleaux aud Co. (now nearly completed) ; and the extension of the rolling-works of the 
ChAtelineau Company and of MM. de Dorlodot. During eleven months of 1863;Belgium 
exported 41,015 tons of rails, against 40,796 tons in the corresponding period of 1862, 
and 30,993 tons in the corresponding period of 1861, It may not be without interest to 
add the countries to which Belgian rails were delivered in 1863:—Russia, 30 tons; the 
Zollverein, 185 tons; Holland, 4216 tons; France, 3352 tons; Portugal 230 tons; Spain, 
19,300 tons; Italy, 8266 tons; Switzeriand, 2133 tons; the Roman States, 3370 tons; and 
other destinations, 3 tons. The exports from Belgium of iron in bars of various cate- 
gories, which had been 21,216 tons in the first eleven months of 1861, and 20,427 tons in 
the first eleven months of 1862, rose, in the corresponding period of 1863, to 34,008 tons, 
divided among various countries, as follows : — Russia, 214 tons; the Zollverein, 734 tons; 
the Hanseatic towns, 214 tons; Holland, 9800 tons; England, 132 tons; France, 16,975 
tons ; Spain, 340 tons; Italy, 7 tons; Switzerland, 5295 tons; Guinea and Senegambia, 
145 tons ; Peru and Chili, 69 tons; and other destinations, 82 tons. Plates have fol- 
lowed a similar movement. Belgium had exported them to the extent of 7967 tons 
during the first eleven months of 1861, and 7663 tons in the first eleven months of 1862; 
in 1863, it sent them abroad to the extent of 9482 tons, of which 383 tons went to Ras- 
sia, 55 tons to the Zollverein, 1303 tons to Holland, 90 tons to Spain, 1426 tons to Switz- 
erland, 6169 tons to France, 21 tons to Turkey, 5 tons to the United States, and 71 tons 
to other destinations. It has not been the same with pig, the exports of which in the 
first eleven months of 1861 had been 26,830 tons, and in the first eleven months of 1862 
31,173 tons, having falien, in the corresponding period of 1863, to 21,327 tons. The di- 
mination in the orders for pig arose especially from Germany and France; thus, only 
19,000 tons were forwarded to France in the first eleven months of last year, against 
23,000 tons in the corresponding period of 1862; while the deliveries to Germany, which 
amounted to 5000 tons in the first eleven months of 1862, fell to 1000 tons in the corre- 
sponding months of 1863. The importance of the imports of foreign pig into Belgium 
has also changed ; in the first eleven months of 1861 only 2302 tons were received, against 
3407 tons In the corresponding period of 1862, while in 1863 the imports attained a total 
of 7405 tons. England figures in this latter total for 5500 tons, Germany for 1500 tons, 
and Sweden for 287 tons, : P 

At Havre, Chilian copper remains in a very good position, with a ten- 
dency to a further rise. According to the monthly review issued of this 
market, the total sales of the month which has just elapsed were 1175 tons 
of disposable and 627 tons to be delivered at a future date. Prices ranged 
at 907. 10s, to 1027. per ton, Paris conditions, for the disposable, and 907. 10s. to 1031, for 
that to be delivered at future dates ; prices at the last dates may be said to have ranged 
from 992. to 1031. per ton; the stock at the end of December amounted to 2450 tons. 
Copper from the United States, and other sources of supply, although less sought after, 
is also dealt in at anadvance. The augmentation in the price of copper ore in the Eng- 
lish market has exercised a favourable influence on other “ places,” and the reduction of 
stocks and the limited ex tent of the reinforcements expected, will contribute largely in 
presence of the important requirements of consumption, to sustain the favourable position 
of the article. At Paris, English in plates has made 105. ; tough cake, 105/.; LakeSu- 
perior, 1167.; Chilian, 1032,; Corocoro mineral, 104]. ; red rolled, 1087. 4s.; and yellow 
ditto, 912, 2s. per ton. The demand for zinc is considerable, and at Breslau and Ham- 
burg the article closed with an upward tendency. At Paris, rough Silesian has made 
197. 16s., and rolled 242, 16s, to 26/7. perton. At Harvre the last quotation was 18/. 8s, 
to 187. 16s. per ton. Lead is more sought after; the demand is active, and the sale prices 
have sensibly risen. At Paris Spanish saumons have made 21/. 128.; French, 211. 8s.; 
Belgian, 212. 8s,; and rolled, 247. per ton. At Havre, Spanish has made 191. 4s. to 
191. 8s. per ton. In previous reports we have mentioned the far from prosperous state 
of the tin market, but of late a notable amelioration has appeared, and on the Dutch 
market Banca is held with much firmness at 694% fis. to 70 fis. At Paris, Banca has made 
1231.; Detroit, 1217., and English 1147. per ton; while at Havre, Banca is quoted 120,; 
Detroit, 1162, 10s, to 1177. ; Peruvian, 927. to 1047, ; and Peruvian mineral, 841, per ton, 


The adjourned inquest on the sufferers by the explosion at Maesteg was 
concluded on Monday, when a verdict of “ Accidental Death” was re- 
turned. Mr. George Birbeck measured the air in three different parts of 
the nine-feet return; the velocity was 549 feet per minute, giving the total 
quantity passing of 23,000 feet per minute. On the main return the area 
of the place was 51 ft., and the total quantity of air passing was 34,017 ft. 
per minute. The total quantity for the entire colliery was 37,961 cubic feet. Several 
witnesses proved that Eynon Jones, the overman, was not drunk at the time of the ex- 
plosion, nor was there any evidence to prove that he ever was drunk. The principal 
evidence was that of Richard Howell, who said: “I am general overman at the Gin Pit, 
under Mr. Gray, and of the colliery in general. I remember an explosion taking place 
on December 20 last. I know Eynon Jones, overman in the said pit. I received no 
message from him on that day. I did not see his son, David Jones,on that day. I was 
in my house when one explosion took place, and had not been in the pit that day, I saw 

















He told me he 
had sent a message by his son to ask me to go instead of him that day. He told me he 
was ill, but I was too busy to judge whether he was ill or not. When I saw him he ap- 
peared to be unfit for his work. Eynon Jones is a sober man. 1 was down in the col- 
llery about nine days before the accident, and observed no gas in any part of it. I think 
it is quite a safe practice to work with naked lights in that part of the colliery where 
the explosion took place. If everything had been according to rules, naked lights were 
safe. I have been employed in the colliery about two years. I have been brought up 
a miner. I consider it quite safe to work at this colliery with naked lights.” Mr. Thomas 
Evans, the Government Inspector for the district, stated, with regard to the cause of the 
explosion, that he believed it took place by the light of the four boys who were farthest 
in the colliery. The cause of the explosion was the poor boys’ fire, but the real fact was 
the accumalation of gas from the want of brattices, and the want of oversight on the part 
of the fireman. The quantity of air pointed out by Mr. Birbeck is quite sufficient. The 
general ventilation of the colliery is now good, but the details aredefective. The Chair- 
man of the company has visited all the bereaved families, accompanied by Mr. Roe, the 
general manager, and he intimated to each of the families that they were to receive the 
same amount weekly as they were accustomed to receive from their husbands or relatives 
until some settled arrangement should be made as to providing for them for the future, 
The falis caused by the explosion have been pretty nearly ail cleared, and the colliery 
has commenced working again. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 

Jan. 14.—The Coal and other trades have continued as good as last re- 
ported. ‘The Iron Trade, especially, is very firm, and prices still have an 
upward tendency; a further rise in price of at least 10s. per ton is fully 
expected to take place shortly. The stocks of pig-iron in the northern or 
Cleveland district are extremely light, indeed, quite trifling, so that the in- 
creased make likely to take place shortly need excite no uneasiness. The 
works could proceed at an increased rate for some time without producing 
any material effect on the stocks in hand. ‘The strike at the Darlington 
Ironworks still continues, a misunderstanding having taken place respecting 
the employment of some puddlers. The question has arisen entirely apart 
from the rate of wages to be paid, being merely a dispute as to whether the 
masters are to employ some men or not, which the puddlers’ Union claim 
to adjudicate upon; the decision of the latter body being, as often happens 
to be the case, in opposition to that of the masters. A considerable meet- 
ing of coal miners was held on Newcastle Moor, on Saturday last. The 
main topic introduced by those who addressed the meeting was the yearly 
bonds. The opinions expressed by those speakers, and the resolutions 
passed by the meeting, were opposed to the bonds. ‘Those yearly bonds, 
or agreements, are not at all general here—about one-third of the col- 
lieries, we presume, being the greatest number who are working under 
them. We do not conceive that it is a matter of the least importance 
to the men whether they work under a monthly or yearly bond, and the 
introduction of the subject will not, we think, excite much interest.. 

We noticed lately ihe discovery by boring of a good seam of coal at 
Prestwick, near Ponteland. Since that time the boring has proceeded, 
and on Monday a second seam was proved, of nearly equal thickness to 
the former one. Both these seams are about 4 feet in thickness, and as 
the estate is of considerable extent, an extensive colliery will, no doubt, 
be opened here shortly. The depth of the coal seams here is only trifling, 
so that no great expense will be incurred in the sinking of shafts, which is 
generally a most serious item in the expense attending the winning of coal. 
Borings for coal are also shortly to be made on the Belassis Estate, a few 
miles north of the Prestwick borings, and near the village of Stannington, 
this latter point being nearly west from the large colliery at Dudley, be- 
longing to the Cramlington Coal Company. 








REPORT: FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Jax. 14,—The Quarterly Meetings of Ironmasters, held to-day at Bir- 
mingham, and yesterday at Wolverhampton, confirm previous statements 
as tothe demand for iron. Generally speaking, the ironmasters have as 
many orders on hand as they feel inclined to take for the present, with the 
uncertainty attending future prices, andjthe continued agitation of the wages 
question. It is evident that the demand for iron which has set in is very 
considerable, and there seems no reason to doubt a continuance of activity 
for the year, unless war should break out in Europe, and even that may 
not affect the iron trade as disastrously as it probably would others. Pig- 
iron may be quoted at from 4/. 10s. to 47. 15s. for all-mine South Stafford- 
shire pigs and other sorts in proportion. There is a great demand for 
coal, and the supply is inadequate to the demand. The tendency to form 
unions amongst the ironworkers and miners is increasing. On Saturday 
night a half-yearly meeting of the Forgemen’s Union in the Wolverhamp- 
ton district was held in that town. ‘The attendance was numerous, and 
the Chairman, Mr. Richard Lester, in his opening speech, urged the men 
to cultivate greater intelligence, suggesting that “there might be a place 
to which the members might resort where, in a free and easy style, the 
mind might be trained in the first principles of mental and moral philo- 
sophy, and in some of the elementary principles of elementary science.” 
The financial statement showed that there was 94/. in hand, hut a number 
of small strikes of colliers’ spade-makers, &c., threatened to draw largely 
on the funds. The society was affiliated with others, and it seems to bea 
great object in these societies generally to form a great combination, in- 
clading great numbers and wide areas, which is a rather questionable 
course in relation to good management and eflicient control. One subject 
discussed was the hardship of men being sent to gaol when they refused 
to work bad iron; and this is, no doubt, sometimes a real grievance. The 
treasurer, Mr. Fieldhouse, strongly urged on the men not to work less 
because they got good wages, but to husband their earnings now to pre- 
pare for bad times. 

A very singular and sad accident occurred on Monday morning, at the 
Bridge End Colliery, near Dudley, by which six men lost their lives. It appears that 
about six o’clock the deceased entered a skip for the purpose of descending the shaft, which 
is 180 yards in depth. At the time they began their descent the bank horse wason the 
pit mound, waiting to be harnessed. When the men had proceeded about half way 
down the horse walked to the top of the shaft, and it is supposed missed his footing, as 
he fell with a fearful crash down the shaft upon the unfortunate men, who were all pre- 
cipitated to the bottom, where they were found dead and frightfully mutilated, with the 
horse lying beside them. The names of the deceased are—Joseph Baker, Job Round, 
Zachary Barker, John Page, Thomas Bate, and George Terry, Most of them were 
married men. No doubt the circumstances of this accident will be carefully investi- 
gated, as it seems most unjustifiable that men should be left in a shaft exposed to any 
such accident.—A man was killed by the bursting of a boiler at a colliery at Darlaston 
Green, on this day week, The boiler burst just as the engine was being started in the 
morning, and the deceased, a furnaceman, standing on the opposite side of the canal, was 
killed by a brick striking him on his head. It appears that one of the plates of the 
boiler, which was embedded in brickwork, was greatly thinned by corrosion, but theen- 


quiry has not proceeded far enough to show whether it was to this cause that the ex- 
plosion was owing. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Jan. 14.—There has been a kind of lull this week in the Iron Trade, 
partly on account of the indecision which is evidenced by mercbants, and 
which has been followed up by those assembled at the meeting at Wolver- 
hampton on Wednesday. The trade is in a healthy state, and there are 
plenty of orders in hand: especially is this the case with the makers of 
armour-plates and heavy castings. The home trade is generally in a 
satisfactory state, save and except the falling off in the demand which 
arose from the cotton depression, but this is hardly felt now. The conti- 
nental demand is quiet, and since the new year there have been fewer 
orders. America is still buying largely of iron and steel, especially muni- 
tions of war; and of late there has been a large increase in the orders for 
steel shot, which has been proved latterly to do better service than the 
ordinary iron shot. The Steel Trade is in more active condition, but 
some branches of the cutlery manufacture have not resumed the activity 
which characterised them prior to Christmas. ‘The stove-grate manufac- 
turers at Rotherham are well employed, considering that building opera- 
tions are now carried on only to a moderate extent. The Coal Trade is 
exceedingly brisk at all collieries in Derbyshire and Notts; but there are 
complaints of slackness in several towns in Yorkshire, where the men are 
only working two-thirds of their full time. The new Staveley Company 
are now fairly initiated, the ‘stock-taking ” on the works, &c., having 
oceupied no less thantwo months. This will give some idea of the extent 
and magnitude of an undertaking hitherto under the control of one indi- 
vidual. The company have appointed Mr. Barrow their Chairman, and 
Mr. Charles Markham, engineer of the Midland Railway, has been ap- 
pointed managing director. Several capitalists are looking after coa 
royalties in Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire, with the view of opening 
collieries for the working of the Silkstone and Top Hard coals, which are 
now eagerly sought after. The Silkstone coal finds a ready sale in the 
London and Eastern markets, and it is also exceedingly well adapted for 
the manufacture of coke for locomotive purposes. The development of 
the iron trade in the district of Cleveland is something remarkable, there 
being not less than thirty new furnaces now erecting, which it is computed 
will about absorb the whole of the surplus iron-making fuel of the Durham and North~ 
umberland collieries, which now find a market in Staffordshire and Derbyshire, and,, 
consequently, there will be a demand in the Midland counties for all the coke produced 
from the Silkstone coal. The collieries opening, and proposed to be opened, in the Silk~ 
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stone cou! in Derbyshire will add over 660,000 tons of coal annually to the present get, 
and about 70,000 tons of coke to the present production, but this increased preduce of 
coke will not supply the quantity absorbed in the North by the increased? make of iron 
in Cleveland. The collieries in Derbyshire opening, and proposed to be opened,dn the 
Top Har’ coal will add from 3000 to 4000 tons annually to the present production, Which 
no doubt will find a ready market in the Midland iron-making Gistricts, owing to the 
absorption of the northern coal before referred to. It is impossibie to ignore the fact | 
that this largely i d develop of the in Derbyshire will add greatly 
to the prosperity of the county generally. No better field for enterprise can be found | 
than Derbyshire, and it has been a matter of surprise to most peopie that new capital 
has not found its way into the county.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan. 14,—The state of the staple trades is about the same as reported 
last week. ‘The demand continues good for every description of iron, and 
makers are, as a rule, full of specifications. Messrs. Hinde and Co. have 
taken the Hirwain Works, and no time is to be lost in placing the furnaces 
in good repair, ‘The demand for steam coal is still in excess of the supply, 
and the market has been further complicated by an application of the 
Aberdare colliers for a second rise. During the month of December 
Cardiff only exported 126,500 tons of coal and 6720 tons of iron, against 
138,394 tons of coal and 6136 tons of iron in the previous month, and the 
month of October was still higher than this. The falling off in December 
arose through the inability of the colliery proprietors to meet the demand, 
and not from any other reason. House coal is in good request, and a se- 
cond advance of 1s. per box has taken place in tin-plates, 

The Swansea and Glamorgan Herald states that it has been ascertained, from a re-

a time, will be started again shoruly,

I referred last week to the complaints that are being made by freighters as to the new 
trafic regulations on the Great Western Railway; Mr. G. E. Bevan (G. FE, Bevan and 
Co.) has written an able letter on the matter: he distinctly asserts that the new “ sys- 
tem,” as it is termed, has hitherto signally failed, although he does not go so far as to 
condemn it in toto until it has had a longer trial.

If the overman 
is unwell his deputy is to act for him. lLalways considered David Jones, the son of the 
overman, steady, and competent for the position of fireman. Kd. Howell is the deputy 
overman. In No, 10 stall, air was conveyed to within 944 yards of the farthest part 
thereof, before the accident. The width of the stall was about (2 feet, and the height 
ll feet. You go in the level course to the face alongside the stall. There is a fault 
running up parallel. I do not find more gas along the fault than any other part of the 
colliery. In the Morfa Colliery, where I was for some time, I found more gas near the 
faults. It is the duty of David Jones to put up the brattices, and the rule is to have 
brattice where there is any indication of gas. The quantity of air passing through the 
incline top working is about 6000 cubic feet per minute.—Rees Rees said he was a fur- 
nace-man at the Gin Pit, and worked night at the time of the explosion. Wm.Thomas 
was then the day furnaceman, and he left on the Tuesday after the accident. He did 
not know where Thomas had gone. In going out between 6 and 7 in the morning, when 
the gas was fired, he found the effects of the explosion about 60 or 70 yards from the flue. 

Richard Howell said: I am the deputy overman, I received no message from Eynon 
Jones, the overman, that he was i!| on the morning of the explosion, He told me that 
such a message had been sent by his son, I saw Eynon Jones on the morning of the ex- 
plosion, between nine and ten o’clock. He then said he was ill. I was in my house 
when the explosion took place. I had not been at the pit onthat day. He appeared to 
be unfit for work. I was down in the colliery about nine days before the accident, and 
observed no gas in any partofit, I think it is quite a safe practice to work with naked 
lights in that part of the colliery where the explosion has taken place. If everything 
had been according to rule naked lights would have been safe. I have been employed in 
the colliery about two years. Ihave been brought up a miner, I consider it quite safe 
to work at this colliery with naked lights. 

By Mr. Evans, the Government Inspector: I cannot answer the question whether the 
explosion would have occurred if the men bad had safety-lamps. If the men had gone 
in that morning with safety-lamps they would have seen the gas; and, having seen it, 
they might have come out with safety. Jt is safe to go into gas with lamps. I never 
was in an explosion before, but I think you can dilute the gas so as to make it safe. If 
the fireman had gone in on that morning he would have found the gas, and the men 
would have been stopped from going in. As the fireman neglected his duty it would 
have been better forthe men to have had lamps. It has been the practice of this pit to 
use naked lights for the last four months.

The quantity of air travelling through the pit on that day seemed to be sufficient 
for the number of men employed ; but in No. 10 stall—to the extreme end of it, towards 
the face—there was little or no air; it returned through the windway. I believe the 
explosion took place from the light of the boys working at this place, They were the 
furthest in the colifery, and had naked lights,and nothing else, but that could have fired 
the gas. To account for the accumulation of gas in No. 10 stall, I believe it must have 
deen caused by want of brattice, The colliery was idle on Christmas day, and no officer 
had visited it for some 30 hours, and the boys, on going in on the morning, had gone into 
their own stall, which, like other parts, had not been examined for that length of time. 
It seems to be certain that the fire must have originated in that stall. I have never 
geen 80 much fire, nor 80 much of the coal charred, inany explosion that I have investi- 
gated, It must have been very sharp and very severe. I have before made an inspec- 
tion of this colliery, and I think I should tel! you that on that occasion the colliery was 
in a most deplorable condition. I pointed out ina letter to the owners the defects I 
observed, The ventilation was most defective, and some places were not fit for men to 
work in. ‘This and other matters I pointed out. The quantity of air was about 10,000 
feet, but not a quarter of that went into the working places; in the latter the quantity 
of air was so small as not to move a small instrument for testing it. which I had with 
me. I pointed out to the agent, Mr. Roe, that the air ought tobe properly divided, and 
that safety-lamps ought not to be used at the expense of ventilation. It is only fair to 
say that after that the air was increased three times over, and the arrangements for 
ventilation were made much better. Generally speaking, the condition of the colliery 
was made much better, but I do not think it safe to work in acolliery in one part of 
which locked safety-lamps are used, and in the other part naked lights. I think that 
if on this occasion the men had had safety-lamps probably the explosion would not bave 
occurred. The immediate cause of the explosion is, in my opinion, the firing of the gas 
by these boys, bu: the real fact is that it was produced by the Jation of gas in 
that stall, and by the non-examination by the firemen. I do not know that I haveany- 
thing further to say, but I sball be most happy to answer any question that may sug~- 
gest itself to any of you.

Mining Report from Nov. 18 to Dec. 9. 
QUANANGEN.—Lode E: The ground west of the cross-course, in the 10, is still of a fa- 
vourable description for mineral, but no lode is met with as yet; we, therefore, deemed it 
best to suspend the driving for awhile, and confine our operations to stoping the bottom, 
where the lode yields from 3 to 34% tons of ore per fathom. The leader of yellow ore 
still holds down against the hanging wall. The men taken from the 10 are employed to 
explore the ground west of the adit workings, where the lode looks promising, with some 
ore intermixed. The working below the adit, east of Saxe’s shaft, looks kindly, where 
the lode is 1% foot wide, yielding saving work, There isno material change in the adit 
at C, which progresses favourebly. The stope on the east side yields about 3 tons of ore 
per fathom, and the appearances altogether are very encoursging. Lode A, which is 
being wrought on tribute, is about 2 feet wide, with yellow ore irregularly intermixed; 
and in the east end of the workings the indications are of a promising character.
